COLUMBUS, Nov. 29 — (UP) 
— An atmosphere of uncertainty 
hung over the general assembly 
today as it met in extraordinary 
session 
in 
another 
attempt 
to 
solve Ohio's pressing relief prob­ 


lem. 
Both houses were scheduled to 
m eet this 
afternoon 
to 
receive 
Gov. Davey’s legislative program, 
probably 
including 
his 
m ii Ii on- 
dollar deficiency 
legislation, 
his 
proposal to amend the state un­ 
employment 
insurance 
law 
to 
make henbits available by Jan. I, 
1938, his ^,500.000 “50-50” relief 
plan for 1938, and the $12,000,000 
welfare building program. 
Also scheduled for consideration 
during this session were the gov­ 
ernor’s milk control and “anti- 
chiseling” sales tax enforcement 
legislation. 
Few legislator’s would venture 
predictions 
as 
to 
the 
probable 
length or outcome of the session. 
It was generally conceded that the 
chief battle would center about 
the crucial 
relief question with 
party lines, 
to 
a 
large 
extent, 
breaking down before urban de­ 
mands for substantial aid on the 
one hand and rural pressure for 
a minimum of state assistance on 
the other. 
House Leader In Doubt 
' The first important business to 
be considered — which may have 
a vital bearing on the outcome of 
the governor’s plans — was the 
election in the house of a floor 
Jeader-president pro tem to suc­ 
ceed Rep. Jacob E. Davis, Pike, 
who vacated the position to be­ 
com e ^ommoryplQas ^udge in hi|. 


The majority floor leader, as 
the dominant party’s mouthpiece, 
m ust be a strategist .and a diplo­ 
mat. 
He must be able to present 
forcefully 
the 
administration’s 
views and strive to keep a major­ 
ity of the party members “in line”. 
A hostile floor leader could do 
much, if he willed, to jeopardize 
the administration's plans. 
Leading contenders for the post 
are: 
Rep. Bishop Kilpatrick, Trum­ 
bull county salesm an and a mem­ 
ber of the joint legislative com­ 
m ittee that drafted, in co-opera­ 
tion with the League of Munici­ 
palities, the $18,000,000 permanent 
relief bill which clashes sharply 
the governor’s ppor-aid program. 
Kilpatrick was regarded at one 
time as an insurgent 
but 
later 
swung to the administration’s sup­ 
port. 
Nevertheless, he is said to 
be favorable toward the Commit­ 
tee for Industrial Organization, a 
group with which the governor 
has been at sword’s points since

The company purchased Hairs 
estate, the Salome townsite 
and 
several sections of land surround­ 
ing the desert spot and started a 
planned “business boom.” 
The first unit of her enterprise 
a $50,000 modern adobe struc­ 
ture — now is open. 
A program 
under way provides for construc­ 
tion of 38 homes, to cost nearly 
$85,000, on the original townsite. 
Town to Have Airport 
A “municipal” airport is being 
laid 
out on 
property near 
the 
renovated city. 
A huge 
storage 
tank furnishes water under press­ 
ure, and workmen already have 
installed a power-plant 
for 
Mrs. 
Van Orsdel’s town. 
Salom e’s 
renovator 
plans 
to 
spend more than $250,000 in the 
desert community. 
The money with which the com ­ 
munity is being rebuilt was gath­ 
ered when Mrs. Van Orsdel 
and 
her husband “struck it rich” in 
the Arctic regions north of Mount 
McKinley, after the 1899 gold rush.

NEW ORLEANS (U P )—Hymn-

heavy, wicked-looking machetes in 
the sun. slashing at a 5,000,000-ton 
sugar cane crop. 
Raw sugar mills have 
begun 
turning their wheels to crush the 
largest cane crop 
in 
Louisiana 
history, into approximately 425,- 
000 tons of raw sugar. 
From more than 350,000 acres 
came the cane—estim ated to bring 
the farmer almost $4 a ton—to fill 
the nation’s sugar bowl. 
Planters in 19 Louisiana par­ 
ishes expressed belief the 1937 sea­ 
son w’ould see most of them out of 
debt through good profit from the 
cane and from beneficial payments 
by the new 
Sugar 
Act, 
which 
grants a bonus of 96 cents per ton 
of cane. 
Many refiners have taken ad­ 
vantage of the Louisiana 10-year 
tax exem ption section of the state 
industrial program to rebuild their 
processing machinery. All Louisi­ 
ana cane is processed in the state 
into sugar, syrup and molasses. 
Refuse of the stalks—bagasse— 
goes into the manufacture of w’all- 
board, and the pulp is fed to cat­ 
tle. 
Some of the crude m olasses is 
made into alcohol. 
Most of the harvesting Is done 
by Negroes who wield the long, 
slightly-curved machetes. Cutters 
move in lines down the rows, strip 
leaves and tops from the stalks on 
the ground in one continuous op­ 
eration. W agons follow’ to load the 
stalks for transportation to mills.

GEORGIA OPENS 
RUSTLERS' WAR 


VALDOSTA, 
Ga. 
(U P) — 
Stream-lined 
banda 
of 
cattle 
thieves have caused South Geor­ 
gia stock producers to organize 
vigilante groups to wdpe out rust­ 
lers w’ho specialize in motorized 
raids on barns and hog pens. 
Livestock producers in Lowdnes 
county—heart of Georgia’s cattle 
industry 
that 
is 
worth 
about 
$70,000,000 a year 
have formed a 
“Livestock 
Protective 
Associa­ 
tion.” 
Organization 
of vigilante 
bands in other sections 
of 
the 
state is in progress. 
The drastic steps to curb cattle 
stealing were caused by increas­ 
ingly frequent raids at night 
on 
isolated farms. The modern cattle 
rustlers operate in 
trucks. 
They 
break into 
barns and load 
the 
cattle into the trucks. Enclosures 
near farmhouses also are raided. 
Prey on Hogs Also 
The rustlers also have extended 
their activity into hog pens where 
the farmers believe chloroform Is 
used to quiet the squealing pork­ 
ers while they are 
being trans­ 
ferred to trucks. 
Members of the vigilante hands 
said m ost of the stolen livestock 
Is slaughtered as soon as possible. 
The hides are buried and the meat 
rushed to some nearby markets. 
Virtually all of the cattle steal­ 
ing is done at night. Officials in 
the larger 
livestock - producing 
counties said virtually every far­ 
mer had suffered the loss of “at 
least one or two head of cattle” 
in recent months. 
Safety Lies In Speed 
Apprehension 
of 
the rustlers 
was made difficult by their mod­ 
ern methods that can put them 
many miles away from the scene 
of their crimes in a few hours. 
The vigilantes planned to halt 
suspicious truckloads of cattle on 
the highways at night.

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ST. LOUIS (U P)—Pigs aren’t 
fussy about their diets and grow 
just as plump on cheap grain—a 
little plumper, in fact—than they 
do on high-grade, expensive feed. 
Prof. E. F. Ferrin of the animal 
husbandry division at University 
farm performed an experiment on 
swine diets and made the discov­ 
ery. 
When you talk about the menu 
for hogs, the professor said, don’t 
consider palatability. It just isn’t 
important. Three different grades 
of com were fed to hogs on alfalfa 
pasture as an experiment. 
They 
also were given generous rations 
of tankage and a simple mineral 
mixture. 
The pigs were divided 
into three groups. 
During 
a 
90-day 
experiment 
there was little difference in the 
grains of the three lots. The pigs 
getting the lower glade com, (No. 
3) and sample grade corn, gained 
slightly more than the lot receiv­ 
ing the best (No. 2 yellow) com. 
However, 
Ferrin 
pointed out, 
the differenc may have been due 
to a larger daily allotment fed the 
pigs getting 
the 
poorer 
grade 
feed. 
Ferrin also reported on the Min­ 
nesota farm station’s experiment 
in the substitution of cane molas­ 
ses for grains in rations for fat­ 
tening hogs. In an 81-day expeti- 
ment it was found a mixture of 
oats and molasses produced a gain 
of IOO pounds on pigs at the start 
of the study. The cost was $8.78 
whereas the cost of corn-molasses 
feed was $10.62. 
The professor said that when 
grains are high in price and mo­ 
lasses comparatively cheap, 
this 
feed would seem to offer possibili­ 
ties for economy in the feed bill.

WHAT A JOB! 
An out-of-town visitor walking through 
the Department of Agriculture the other 
day suddenly stopped short and sniffed 
the air. 
“Do you smell what I sm ell?” he 
asked an official accompanying him. 
“ If 
that 
isn’t 
roast turkey then 
I 
wasn’t 
brought up on a farm.” 
“ Ifs roast turkey, all right,” laughed 
the official. 
“Let me show you.” 
He guided the visitor to a nearby of­ 
fice where five people sat around a table 
on which rested a beautiful, large, crispy- 
brown turkey. 
But instead of appearing 
to 
relish 
their food, the sitters were 
scratching notes on pieces of paper. 
It was the taste-testing board of the 
Bureau of Home Economics. 
For several 
years the 
Agriculture 
Department has 
been experimenting with cross-breeding 
and feeding of various types of turkeys. 
Each fall it sends specimens to the Home 
Economics Bureau for “eating tests.’’ 
The 
testers rate each type carefully on a pre­ 
pared score card. 
The turkeys are brought piping hot 
from the Bureau’s experimental kitchen. 
The judges first note each bird’s appear­ 
ance, and record their impressions. 
These 
range from “perfect in coloring and form” 
to “ pale and lopsided”. 
Next they sniff the bird thoroughly; 
first, as a whole, then a piece of white 
meat and then a piece of dark. 
Scoring 
is on intensity and quality— “very pro­ 
nounced”, 
“slightly 
pronounced”, 
and 
"desirable” or “undesirable”. 
The same grades prevail on the flavor 
of fat and lean meat. 
In describing the 
.juice, however, the judges use their own 
terms. 
One report read, “rich and full­ 
bodied” ; another, “watery, no substance” ; 
a third “fishy”. 
After other details, such as skin, qual­ 
ity of gravy and stuffing are checked, each 
judge gives the turkey a general grade, 
such as excellent, good, fair, poor, or very 
poor. 
The reports are then sent to the 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
Experimental 
Farm at Beltsville, Md., where they are 
used as bases of further experiment.

THERE IS a kind of an eternal 
dispute that goes on concerning 
the reason for the decline in tuber­ 
culosis. There is no question about 
the 
facts. 
in 
th e 
l a s t 
50 
years the death 
rate 
from 
tu­ 
berculosis h a s 
b e e n 
reduced 
more than half. 
In the last 30 
y e a r s , it has 
gone from the 
p o s i t i o n 
of 
“Captain of the 
Men of Death", 
the 
most 
fre­ 
quent cause of 
disease, to the 
seventh 
m o s t 
frequent. 
In 1900 over 200 people per 100,- 
000 population died of the disease. 
In 1935 this was cut down to near­ 
ly 50 per 100,000. Tuberculosis 
was the only disease in the United 
States which showed a decline in 
1935 from 1934. 
There are, of 
course, still plenty of cases and 
still much work to be done. 
It is 
estimated that there are over 500,- 
000 active cases in the United 
States. 
The task of instructing these 
people in how to take care of 
themselves and how to prevent 
giving the disease to others is done 
Bi rough many agencies. Long ago, 
the facilities of the private prac­ 
titioner were found to be inade­ 
quate to proper control and eradi­ 
cation. States and cities have put 
up special sanitaria, and through 
the Tuberculosis association, an 
active campaign in ferreting out 
cases which should be under treat­ 
ment goes on constantly. 
In this 
work the money which is derived 
from the Christmas seals Is very 
useful. 
Started in Delaware 
. 
This idea was started by Miss 


Hissed In Delaware* in 1907. 
She 
raised $3,000 toward building a 
hospital for children sick with tu­ 
berculosis. 
In 1910 the National 
Tuberculosis association took this 
idea up and made it a nationwide 
thing 
So 
buy 
your 
Christmas 
seals as generously as circum­ 
stances will permit. 
Of course, other factors have 
operated to bring about the decline 
in the incidence of tuberculosis. 
The general nutrition of the world 
is better than it was 50 years ago. 
Food is more wholesome, it has 
better government supervision, it 
is distributed more evenly, and 
there are not the ups and dowms 
in the food supply which used to 
occur in the course of a year. Nor 
any more do we have periods of 
famine. 
If the whole world goes 
to war we might expect a period 
of famine, and we also might ex­ 
pect a tremendous increase in the 
percentage of cases of tuberculosis. 
During the World war in countries 
w'here food rationing was neces­ 
sary, the incidence of tuberculosis 
went up, as might be expected. 
Certainly a very important fea­ 
ture, which it seems to me cannot 
be disregarded in preventing the 
spread of tuberculosis, is the cam­ 
paign 
which 
was 
inaugurated 
against spitting in public places 
many years ago. I remember very 
vividly the first lesson 
I 
ever 
learned in preventive medicine w'as 
in Colorado Springs, and although 
I was quite a young child I can 
see quite vividly the picture of a 
young naan coming out on a porch 
and coughing and expectorating on 
the ground. 
He was evidently a 
consumptive, as they were called 
in those days, and the wife of a 
doctor who was present, gave me 
a little lecture on how wicked such 
a performance was; that the spu­ 
tum would dry and the germs 
which 
cause 
tuberculosis 
would 
fly around and be breathed intr 
I other lungs.

automobiles,

supplies, the bureau of agricultur­ 
al economics said. 
Feed to Be Cheaper 
Partly offsetting this increased 
production cost will be substan­ 
tially lower 
prices 
for feed and 
seed. 
Lower 
feed 
prices 
will 
be largely nullified by lower mar­ 
ket prices for meat animals, es­ 
pecially in the latter part of 1938, 
the bureau said. 
A growing shortage in farm la­ 
bor already has boosted wages to 
126 percent of the pre-war level, 
the report said. Many farm hands 
ale finding employment in cities 
at 
higher 
wages 
than paid on 
farms. 
"Higher wage rates in 1938 are 
expected to encourage increased 
mechanization of the farm busi­ 
ness in types of farming adapted 
to it," the bureau said. "This will 
in the long run, tend to minimize 
the effect of prospective increases 
in demand for farm labor." 
The number of 
farm 
workers 
has decreased steadily since 1929. 
Total employment on farms this 
year averaged 292 persons per IOO 
farms, compared with 340 in 1929. 
Increased 
farm 
machinery 
has 
offset decreased farm labor. 
Machinery Prices to Rise 
A rise in prices of farm 
ma­ 
chinery is expected next year, the 
bureau said, mainly 
due 
to in­ 
creased 
costs 
of 
manufacture. 
Wage rates in manufacturing in­ 
dustries is ll percent higher than 
a year ago and 16 percent higher 
than in 1929, the bureau said. 
Building costs 
to 
farmers in 
1938 
may 
be somewhat higher 
than in 1937, it was said. Whole­ 
sale prices of building materials, 
particularly lumber, have advanc­ 
ed 13 percent 
during 
the past 
year, while prices to farmers have 
advanced only 7 percent. 
Retail prices of fertilizer during 
the 1938 fertilizer season will av­ 
erage higher than a year earlier 
and probably 
the 
highest since 
1031. 
The 
tonnage sold may he 
about as large as this year, even 
though retail prices are higher, it 
was said.
